THE RABBIT LAW. 

We give below a copy of the act 
which was approved March 18, 
1904: 

"Sec. 17. No person shall kill 
or pursue with such intent, or 
have in his possession when so 
killed any rabbit, or squirrel he- 
tween the 15th day of September 
and the 15th day of November in 
each year. Provided, any one 
may catch rabbits with dogs, or 
in snares." 

It will be seen by the al ove 
that the killing of rabbits, except 
by means of snares or dogs, is ab- 
solutely prohibited for a period of 
sixty days between the dates 
given in the law, but that outside 
of this period they may be hunted 
and killed as before this law was 
passed.

The same play 
now holds the boards occasion- 
ally, but it is quite different from 
mv present version. 

"This is the eighth of the new- 
plays 1 have produced. For many 
years I devoted myself exclusively 
to the production of Shakes- 
pearean tragedies; m 1 did out 
•wish to become too closely identi- 
fied with Shakespeare alone, for 
the reason that the heavy plays 
make too great a demand upon 
one's strength when played con- 
stantly season after season, I de- 
cided to join the ranks of 'pro- 
ducing actors.' My first step in 
this direction was the production 
of Paul Rosters' 'Cousin of The 
King' at the Shillcr Theatre 
Chicago. I followed this with 
'Eugene Aram,' in the writing 
of which Paul Kester and I col- 
laborated. Then came the 'Man 
in Black,' and this was followed 
by 'Heart and Sword.' Next I 
produced "Robert of Sicily." and 
last season made an elaborate pro- 
duction of Gordon Kean's 'We 
axe King.' 1 find thai the plays 
which appeal most to the public 
are those in which the story is a 
simple one not involving too much 
thought on the part of the theatre- 
goer. The day for immense scenic 
productions and countless num- 
bers of people on the stage is quite 
on the wane. This olass ol pro- 
ductions was too much like a 
three-ringed circus — they de- 
tracted from the main incidents 
of the play. 1 have known good

"There seems to be a demand 
on the part of the theatregoer for 
more worthy acting than that 
which ha- obtained during the 
past eight years. Of course there 
never w ill be any appreciation of 
genuine artistic ability here in 
America. There will, however, 
be a more healthy appetite for 
good dramatic offerings. The 
made-to-order star is fast becom- 
ing a 'thing'of the past, and the 
greatest 'bug-a-boo 1 of the Amer- 
ican stage, the dramatized novel, 
is thanks he, dead. " 

Mr. Walker Whiteside relates 
the following amusing experience 
bearing upon his first perform- 
ance <>f Claude Melnotte in the 
Lady of Lyons* 

"For a number of years 1 had 
been playing nothing but the 
heavy clastic plays and was very 
desirous of appearing in some- 
thing of a lighter nature. I 
finally decided that I would put 
on the Lady of Lyons, hoping 
that it would serve to give me a 
little rest now and then from the 
tragedies which I had been play- 
ing for so long a time. We put 
Lytton's love play into rehearsal 
and as I unfolded my interpreta- 
tion of Claude Melnotte at the re- 
hearsals I fancied that I would be 
rather good in the part. My 
management ordered a consider- 
able amount of printing and we 
made elaborate preparations for 
the presentation of the play. 
Costumes were provided and new 
scenery painted. Our opening 
night was in Dea Moines, Iowa. 
I went to the theatre early so as 
to be dressed long before the time 
for the curtain to rise that I 
might get myself thoroughly in 
harmony with my new role. As 1 



looked at myself in the mirror, 
arrayed in Meinour's first dress 
— that of a Well-to-do peasant. I 

had a twinge of misgiviiig. It 

seemed to me as though I r< - 
sen.l led a Tyrolean singer. The 
property man brought me the 
small gun which Melnotte i« sup- 
posed to have won at a shouting 
match: as I looked at it. covored 
with ribbons and roses I felt 
somewhat foolish. Time camt) 
for my entrance with the words. 
'Give me joy. good mother. I have 

won the prise 1 Is it not hand- 
some, this gun? 1 1 spoke I hem 
a- I rushed mi the stage full of 
enthusiasm, holding the prize gun 
aloft in exultation. The people 
were very kind and applauded my 
entrance in an encouraging man- 
ner, but as the play progressed I 
felt very ill at ease and like the 
proverbial fish out of water. All 
the bombastic lines of Melnotte 
fell from my Hps like so much 
cheap melodrama. The senti- 
ment of the play did not appeal 
I to me and I could take nothing 

seriously. However, the people 
in front were most generous and 
with their help 1 managed to get 
'through the evening without the 
! loss of my life. At the final cur- 
tain 1 waited for the compliments 
of my company, but each and 
every' member had fled and I was 
left totally alone to figure out the 
result of my performance as best 
I could. The papers the follow- 
ing morning treated the whole 
ghastly affair with kind silence. 
I felt deeply pained and resolved 
that I would yet give a perform- 
ance of the part that would elicit 
praise. Three nights after I again 
played the part and threw my en- 
tire energy into it. After the 
play 1 went alone into the cafe of 

the hotel for a bite to eat and in- 
cidentally to t hink over the per- 
formance. While there a gentle- 
man stepped up to my table and 
introducing himself, asked if I 
were a member of the company 

that had played at the opera 
that evening. I answered 
that I was. He praised the per- 
nrmance ami seemed greatly de- 
ghted with Mis- Wolstan's por- 
trayal of Pauline. 1 waited 
anxiously for some word in praise 
of my Claude Melnotte, but he 
was singularly silent on t his point. 
As he started away he said : 
"Ves indeed, the play was staged 
beautifully: the company was 
splendid; the leading woman was 
the best Pauline I have ever seen,
